Escape to nature with 
Wilderness Retreats

Since 1987 there have been more 
than 1600 St. Edward students who’ve 
gone on a wilderness retreat. After origi¬ 
nally starting the program at St. Ignatius, 
Mr. Daniel Cavoli came to St. Edward and 
began the program here. Cancelled at St. 
Ignatius making St. Ed’s is now the one 
school that has such a unique program. 

What is a Wilderness Retreat you 
ask? It has been said to be an indescrib¬ 
able experience that is unworthy of words 
and can only be experienced. The retreats 
combine God and the environment he 
originally created. One that is undis¬ 
turbed, unaltered, and right under our 
noses. Several times each year our own 
Edsmen travel to remote areas such as the 
Allegheny, Monongahela, Jefferson, and 
Daniel Boone National Forests for a clos¬ 
er look at God in his environment and in 
the manner he wanted us to see him. The 
retreats are physically demanding hik¬ 
ing/backpacking experiences that are not 
designed for the weak of heart. They are 
4-7 days in length and nights in tents after 
2-15 mile hikes during the day. 

Now, just because there are gru¬ 
eling hikes doesn’t mean that those of you 
who have never hiked before should shy 


away. You are the ones who are especial¬ 
ly welcome and who are said to have the 
most rewarding time. You are the ones 
who discover that you are living in the vir¬ 
tual reality of video games, technology, 
and urban life by escaping to the reality of 
being outdoors. 

Approximately 60% of the 
retreatants have been first timers to this 
type of outdoor experience and most have 
come back to serve on a retreat team. For 
those of you who don’t think you can do 
this for one reason or another there are 
Best of Both Worlds retreats that use cab¬ 
ins and don’t involve backpacking, a less 
physically demanding experience, but still 
packed with just as much mental and emo¬ 
tional power and discovery. 

Costs for the two types of 
Wilderness Retreats vary, and financial 
aid is available. Only juniors and seniors 
can go on them and if you are interested in 
one this year you need to see Mr. Cavoli 
immediately. Since retreats are not 
required of upperclassmen this is a good 
way to participate in one while having an 
experience that will surpass those experi¬ 
enced as underclassmen.

From the opinion page editor ... 

The Edsman is a forum, not a rostrum

Fall is upon us at St. Edward and 
many of us are settling into the routines 
that follow us for all of high school. With 
school, practice, homework, a social life, 
and trying to budget time to relax, many 
students feel overwhelmed and frenzied. 
In this flurry of activities, each of us has an 
experience that feels important or weights 
on our minds, something that we wish 
other people knew about because it is 
interesting or “newsworthy.” Short of 
telling your friends about a controversy at 
practice, a troublesome experience in the 
classroom, or a problem at school that is 
not widespread but has significant effects, 
many people don’t realize that there is a 
way to facilitate change and raise peoples’ 
awareness. 

If you look to the bottom right 
hand comer of the opinion page, there is a 
small, shaded box that casually informs 
you of your right to write a letter to the 
editor of The Edsman or of its respective 


sections. The process is remarkably sim¬ 
ple and can be stunningly effective; simply 
write your note, letter, or formal corre¬ 
spondence to the paper and deliver it to 
room 123 or to one of the editors. So 
often, I hear people gripe about something 
that bothers them but they do not take 
action to bring the issue to the attention of 
a wider audience, which necessarily 
includes people who might be able to take 
immediate or progressive action to correct 
the problem or increase awareness about 
the issue. 

While we welcome as many let¬ 
ters to the editor as possible, the paper can¬ 
not guarantee that each and every letter 
will be published. In the past, the occur¬ 
rence of letters to the editors has been so 
low that, when one was received, it was 
almost unequivocally considered for pub¬ 
lication. This is both a result of the letters 
generally being about significant and time¬ 
ly issues in the school and the typical legit¬ 


imacy of the author’s concern about these 
issues. Letters to the editor certainly grasp 
the attention of the newspaper staff, but 
they also have great potential to reach 
administrators and staff who may be able 
to take official action regarding the matter, 
if the letter so necessitates such actions. 

Remember, the staff of the news¬ 
paper takes letters to the editor seriously 
and we encourage you to do the same. 
However, don’t take them so seriously that 
you never consider writing one because 
your concerns “aren’t important enough.” 
The Edsman is the voice of the students, 
not of the few who consistently write for 
the paper. While your letter may be edited 
for length and, because of extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances, may not be included in the 
paper we welcome and encourage letters 
from concerned students who are impas¬ 
sioned and willing to defend their posi¬ 
tions in a larger forum.

The show, which aired live 
was the premier event at the 
newly refurbished Shrine 
Auditorium in Los 
Angeles. NBC, who bid on 
the rights to air this year’s 
ceremony, used the show to 
showcase one of its most 
prized late night hosts, 

Conan O’Brien. 

O’Brien a relative 
newcomer to the award cir¬ 
cuit, hosted the show with 
the same flair for irreverent 
humor that made his Late 
Night show popular in the 
early ’90s. O’Brien began 
the show appearing in pre¬ 
meditated cameos on sever¬ 
al of today’s and yesterday’s 
most popular television 
shows including, The Osbournes, The 
Price is Right, and Six Feet Under.

O’Brien was 
genuinely humorous at times, but the off 
and on serious moments of the show did 
not gel well at times with the silly comedi¬ 
an that is Conan O’Brien. Overall, 
O’Brien was a befitting host for such an 
important television tradition, that contin¬ 
ues to enthrall TV viewers year after year. 

Several key moments in this 
year’s ceremony made it notably memo¬ 
rable. Oprah Winfrey gave a heartfelt 
speech after accepting the 1st Annual Bob 
Hope Humanitarian Award. Tom Hanks 
along with Julia Roberts, Jim Carey, 
Celine Dion, and Halle Berry, paid hom¬ 


age to the veteran TV host. Her unscript¬ 
ed acceptance speech fully displayed her 
keen knack for the spoken word. 

In an unprecedented manner, the 
first ever multi-Emmy award winning cat¬ 
egory was presented. The Governor’s 
Award was given to the four major net¬ 
works, NBC, ABC, CBS, and FOX , for 
their touching America: A Tribute to 
Heroes, which aired two weeks after the 
September 11th tragedies. 

The actual awards portion of the 
telecast was filled with many career 
changing surprises. The main winners for 
comedic acting are all members of the 
beloved program, Everybody Loves 
Raymond. Brad Garrett, won Best 
Supporting Actor in a Comedy, while the 
equivalent award in the actress category 
went to his fellow cast mate Doris 
Roberts. Ray Romano himself took home 


his first Emmy in the Outstanding Actor in 
a Comedy category. 

While Everybody Loves 
Raymond dominated the comedic acting 
categories, the dramatic acting side was 
dominated by the The West Wing cast. 
John Spencer, Stockard Channing, and 
Allison Janney all won major awards. The 
validation continued on, as the second last 
award of the night, for Outstanding Drama 
Series was awarded, for the third year in a 
row, to The West Wing. 

In one of the most unexpected 
moments of the night, Michael Chiklis 
won the award for Lead Actor in a Drama 
Series. Chiklis’s FX Network program, 
The Shield, has won critical acclaim, but is 
relatively unknown to television audiences 
due to its location on a cable TV station, 
that rarely airs original programming. 

Another touching moment came 
when Tom Hanks came forward to accept 
the Best Miniseries award for HBO’s Band 


of Brothers. Hanks alongside a former 
World War II soldier, made an inspira¬ 
tional acceptance speech, while a live feed 
from Los Angeles’s St. Regis Hotel 
showed several dozen World War II veter¬ 
ans watching on with excitement as the 
movie made about their lives during the 
war, won a major Hollywood award. 

Two of the night’s most coveted 
awards, Best Actress in a Lead Role and 
Best Comedy Series went to Jennifer 
Aniston and Friends, respectively. 
Aniston was a popular favorite to win the 
award due to her extraordinary perform¬ 
ance and the very gripping plot that 
revolved around her character this past 
season. Friends was nominated four times 
in the past, but this past Sunday’s win was 
their first. Hopefully NBC will capitalize 
on this win and milk a couple more sea¬ 
sons out of this increasingly popular 
show. One can only hope.

The Eagles took on Erie 
Cathedral Prep on a scorching afternoon 
day at Lakewood Stadium. The Ramblers 
lead early on in the first quarter leading 7- 
0, after a 26-yard touchdown pass. The 
Eagles responded quickly after junior 
Haruki Nakarmura returned the following 
kick-off 71 yards setting up a 37- yard 
field goal by senior Brian Pierce. Two 
plays later, Brian Pierce intercepted his 
first pass of the game and returned it 44 
yards for the touchdown to give the Eagles 
an advantage of 10-7 with 7:37 remaining 
in the first quarter.
